“By a vote of 7-1, the NU Board of.Regents os ad 
a proposal submitted by Scottsbluff Regent Robert 
Simmons which would have eliminated the UNO football 
program, 


Simmons said he questioned the use of tax revenue . 
and student fee funds for football ina time of tight - 


budgets. His resolution would have cut those funds from 
intercollegiate football programs at the university. 

“I noticed the chancellor didn’t have enough money 
for an ombudsman,” said Simmons, referring to UNO 
Chancellor Del Weber’s decision to close that office. 
Simmons said other regents should support his motion 
and that “there is more emotion involved in this subject 
than reasoned logic.” . 

Regent Robert Prokop of Wilbur opposed the resolu- 
tion, saying the football program provides a “rallying 
point” at UNO. 

Regent Ed Schwartzkopf of Lincoln and UNL Stu- 

‘dent President/Regent Rick. Mockler both said if 
students do not voice opposition to spending their fee 
money on football, the board should not block the funding. 

UNO Athletic Director Don Leahy told the regents 
that he doesn’t know of any Division II football pro- 


gram-that doesn’t receive such funding. He said UNO | 
had been rated nationally in Division II in football as. 


well as in other sports. 


“If being No. 1 athletically is good at UNL,” said . 


Leahy, “I think the same should be true at UNO.”
